1. (Currently amended) A dental ad hesive strip, comprising: 

a single transparent flexible and mold able strip usable either as y dental matrix or as a 
prote ctive strip; and 

a light curable dental adhesive uniformly coated onto all of one side only of said single 
transparent flexible strip that will adhere the transparent flexible strip to a 
dental surfaces.

4. (Original) The dental adhesive strip according to claim 1, further comprising a 
reinforced edge. 



5. (Original) The dental adhesive strip according to claim 4, wherein said reinforced 
edge is formed by folding an edge of said flexible strip to form a double layer of said 
flexible strip. 

6. (Original) The dental adhesive strip according to claim 5, further comprising a 
thin cord longitudinally disposed within said double layer of said flexible strip. 

7. (Currently amended) A method for using a dental adhesive strip aeeerding to 
claim 1 , comprising the steps of: 

initially pro viding a transpa re nt flexible and moldable strip usa bl e as a dental 
matrix, a lig ht curable dental adhesive being unif ormly coated onto all of 
one side only of said transpare nt flexible strip so that it will adhere t he 
transparent flexible s tr ip to a dental surfaces; and then 

(a) preparing a tooth under repair; 

(b) inserting the dental adhesive strip between the tooth under repair and an adjacent 

tooth with the light-curable adhesive side of Ihe strip facing tin; tooth 
under repair; 
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(e) shaping the dental adhesive strip around the tooth under repair to form a retainer 
and form for a restorative material; 

(d) light-curing the light-curable adhesive to adhere the dental adhesive sLrip to the 

tooth under repair and adjacent teeth; 

(e) adding a restorative material to the tooth within the retainer and form created by the 

dental adhesive strip; and 

(f) allowing the restorative material to cure, 

8. (Currently amended) A method for using a dental adhesive strip according to 

claim 1, comprising the steps of: 

initially providing a transparent flexible and moldablc strip usa bl e as a protec- 
tive strip, a light curabl e dental adhesive being uniformly coated ont o all 
of one side only of said transpare nt flexible strip so thai it wil l adhere the 
transparen t flexible strip to a d e ntal surfaces; and then 

(a) preparing a tooth under repair; 

(b) inserting a dental adhesive strip between the tooth under repair and an adjacent 

tooth with the light-curable adhesive side of the strip facing the adjacent 
tooth; 

(c) shaping the dental adhesive strip around the adjacent tooth to form a protective 

barrier around the adjacent tooth; 

(d) light-curing the light-curable adhesive to adhere the dental adhesive strip to the 

adjacent tooth; and 

(e) f[nndjj performing a dental procedure on the tooth under repair while the dental 

adhesive strip protects the adjacent teeth from contact with materials used 
during the procedure, 

y. (Previously presented) The method as set forth in claim 7 further including the 
step of removing the adhesive strip. 

10. (Previously presented) The method as set forth in claim 8 further including the 
step of removing the adhesive strip. 
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
